At the corner of a nude quadrangle of 
cement, workmen were pushing «a well 
shaftinto the earth, Aths feet they struck 
clay, and the captain in charge banded me 
a an fob to reassure me—or hiniself— 
that abundant water will come to bless thes 
lonely desert post of the Pore Legion, 
only to pet cent French in personnel, but 
every nin a deserter or a Frenchman at 
the end of fifteen veurs. 

Tn the morning, as cur cars swuny inte 
line and our hands swept to a mute “Vive 
la France!” the Legionnaires stiitened to

The man who swore to be faithTal “tll 
the sands of the desert grow coli” wie 
cither a poor geuRrapher or a philanderer. 
Touch the roof of the low tent with your 
bare shoulder at dawn and the condensed 
moisture feels ike ice: Lut the days are 
hot. 

On the lee side of each car, dust hangs 
inan unbelievable way. JEvery man's face 
tells in which direction he has come, for 
one check is:hulden under a deep layer of 
dust. Bread dries while ane holds it in 
cies hand. Its rough edges are harsh on 
cracked and bleeding: lips. 

Shavitig is pirmatorial, Starting «ut 
with a raw face and a laver of dust, agenimst 
which the best-advertised soap seems un- 
ahle ie lather, one finolly succeeds in 
producing a tether which dries while one 
reaches fur a rane. 

After the rigors of the desert, the air 
beside the Euphrates had a softness almost 
feminine, Th the east of our green tents, 
white marl cliffs bulged up against the 
hue. A few jumedred feet away, unusually 
verdant gram fields, with fleeey flocks 
nibbling along the edges and so t-voiced 
irrigation ditches pouring a stream at life- 
vivimg water, over the thirsty land. 

Eastward from Ramadi we had rolled 
swittly nore a road whose simboards 
seemed ironic, ever to us who five in a 
mechanical work. In this land of camel 
and goat, of gowned horseman an] nomad 
tent. that tarred trail in the tawny desert 
bore the warning "For Motors Only.” 


WE CROSS THE CUPARATES 


Talk about the came! nosing his way inte 
the Arab’s tent!) The mechanical camel, in 
less than a dlecacle, has shouldered the for- 
mer ship of the desert aff the most-trav- 
wed lanes.

On April ri the swift waters of the 
Euphrates swept the slanting hulls of an 


amhaic ferry, and we crossed, alirinst with- 
out human effort, to Mesopotamia—the 


land between the rivers. A troop plane 
drened high overhead. The “Chverland 
Mail” to Bevrouth rolled past. 

My tent-mate, a. prodigious worker, 
never Inses the light tench. Seeing the 
fronded palm trees, Le Fevre says, “Grent 
is the wisdom of Allah! In euch a dusty 
land He provitles the dusters.” 

Bevond the Eqphrates we met the semi- 
weekly desert convoy, Car after car, 
crammed with natives or travelers on 
whose baggage were the thought-stirring 
labels of “Baghdad,” “Hombay," and“Ran- 
voor.’ In front of three passengers in a 
back seat, there stood a black sheep which 
a desert woman slowly stuffed by hand, 
perhaps to fatten for a feast, while a 
chubby infant with bare thighs nursed at 
her breast. 

Two buses rolled tp leadert wath Tray 
Boy Scouts, some in the national head- 
dress Hike the American overseas cap, 
others in small sun helmets, with scarves 
protecting the neck,

At last, convinced that it was better 
to die so than by the sword, he yielded and

REMOVAL OF PLASTERED WALLS 15 ILALTED 


In many ways one of the most interest- 
ing shrines is the Kubyauk Gyi. Its plas- 
tered walls are covered with thousands of 
tiny pamtings representing scenes in the 
life of the Buddha. On each is a title in 
the ancient square character, 

Here the student may find ciaterml for 
the study of historteal Burmese grammar, 
for the spellings as well as the curious let- 
ters speak of usages long lost. Nearly 
half have been temoved, and the story 
connected therewith is not the least inter- 
esting of thase that cluster about Papin. 
From Europe there came a learned pro- 
fessor. Wath him were men when he 
had specially trained for the tasit before 
them, They covered the paintings: with 
sheets of newspapers, carefully pasted,

THE CIRCUS {5 ALMOST AS OLD AS THE 
UNITED STATES 
Circits exhibition in the United States 
had its beginning in 1785 and President 
Washington attended Ricketts Circus in 
Philadelphia m i703. The citcits of those 


carly days wns apuny ancestor of the pres- 


ent-day show. Indeed it had no elephiint! 
The first pachyderm to set foot in the 
United States arrived several years later, 
aboard a sailing vessel called merica, 
The crew included the father of Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, and he wrote of the incident in 
his seaman’s diary, saving that the beast 
had been purchased in Bengal by Captain 
Crowninslticld and first touched American 
soi] at Salem m igo. The animal was 
ford of spirits ard could remove corks 
from bottles with the “finger” end of its 
tritnk. 

Circtses Were not presented under can- 
vas until 1826, and the combination of 
pertormance and wild animal menagerie 
did not enter the picture until sr. In 
its cradle days, the circus was presentert in 
actude ring, fashioned on village ereen, if 
possible, and included tumbling, tiding, 
and ancient clown antics. Spectators 
efter: brought ther own beacons ty the 
hight show, and everyone sat on the ground 
or stood up as close to the ring as possible. 
Canvas inclosure or side wall served to 
hide the cireus from those who had not 
paid admission. | 

In the spring of 1856 Spaulding ard 
Rogers claimed to be the first company ta 
place on the rarroncds their own cars, which 
were switched aff at the different places 
of performance. However, rapid develop- 
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ment of the crews asa complete traveling 
community with geographical signifcance 
really dates fram about i872. when W.C. 
Coup ordered special raiload cars to trans- 
part the ald Barnum show, With the plac- 
ing of this circus on rails, Spangleland 
went ahead by leaps and bounds and saan 
became a veritable world within a world, 
traveling on delinite schedule and covering 
large sections of the country in the course 
of a single ease. | 
_ Most of this progress, however, was 
limited to North America. Even to-day 
nearly all European circuses and those of 
other continents present their prograins in 
asingle ring and travel overland, chaging 
to the traditions of another generation, 
While the ctreus in this country always has 
recruited much of its fine talent from Asi- 
atic and Enropean soil, the enerey that 
nursed it to. its present proportions came 
largely from this side of the Atlantic. 
When the Ringing Brothers put out 
their first real circus {rom Baraboo, Wis- 
consin, they owned tr wagons, 20 horses, 
avd aowild animal menagene consisting of 
one lonesome hyena. That was in 1884. 
To-day the wildest fantasy of the Arabian 
Nights has no mnracle to compare with this 
einvas country that steals into town at the 
erack of dawn, erects a city of tents, inclucl- 
ing a hig top large enough to accommmlate 
15,000 spectators at one time, displays its 
wares to hordes of wide-eyed children and 
jarenis (many of them using the voung- 
sters as an oxcuse to attend): then, while 
the city sleeps, Tolds its tents and vanishes 
inte the night, becase to-morrow always is 
another circus doy, and the show goes on. 
Even aside from its nomadic character, 
the cireus ts a geographical marvel. It 
hes apencies in Berlin, Hamburg, Paris, 
London, Melbourne, Constantinople, Peip- 
ing, and Johannesburg. Tt has trapping 
and hunting expeditions that travel owt of 
four cities in Atrica-and trom three remote 
points in South America. Tts agents sail 
the seven seas in search of new animals 
and strange people to augment an institu- 
iin already so enlossal that nobudy can 
sor all of it in half a dozen visits, —

Perhaps you have seen the midget imo 
tien-picture star whe played with the late 
Lon Chaney. He is one of eight children in 
a German family, and four of the children 
are midgets. The other four are men and 
women of normal hetght, and the parents, 
too, are normal instature. Midgets: ditfer 
from dwarfs in that they are perfectly 
formed. The stiillest man on exhibition 
anywhere is Major Mite, and he does eredit 
thts stage name. His height ts leas than 
go inches and he weighs about 25 pounds. 
He has a brother who ts six: feet tall, and 
his parents were nonnal in herghe. 

Major Mites particular pal heteath the 
side-show tops “Sky-High," a paant lad 
from 1) Paso, Texas (see Pinte ATV).

DICKENS NAMED THE “WHAT is IT" 


When shrewd showmen have a queer- 
looking specinien of humanity that repre- 
sent= nothing in particular, they simply 
hang a weird name on him and let him 
exerte curiosity, Such a freak was “Old 
Zip.” whe was advertised as "What fs Tt?" 
He was a pin-headed Negro who trouped 
continuously from 1865 until 1926, when 
he died in'a New York hospital at the age 
af 81. (Charles Dickens unconsciously 
nicknamed the freak while visiting Bar- 
rum's Museumin r867. The Englishmin 
of letters took one long ook at Old 4ip, 
turned to Barnum, and asked, “What 1 
#7" And Barnum, evercat that early cate 
an alett showman, answered, That's what 
it 15" 

There isa saying that time changes all 
things except circuses, meaning, of course, 
the performance. Abost showren gladly 
will subseribe to this accusation—il it ts 
one. Circuses have been enlarged and 
improved, but the general, routine of the 
show remams for the most part unaltered. 
even the homan cannon hall that recently 
captured the imagimnatin of the show- 
yaing public had a counterpart in Madam 
fazel, a pertormer who was propelled 
from. the mouth of a cannon a5 4 cies 
drawing card 36 vearsago. ‘The bold lady 
ot the ewhtes did not fly quite the clis- 
tance negotiated by the twentieth-centary 
projectile, nor did she match his speed, 
but the idea was there. 

Why change a.cireus program anyhow? 
No small portion of the circus appeal can 
he accredited to the fact that the trend of 
the times leaves but a faint dnpression apo 
the land of the big tents.

People decided) that it 
just was not circus weather mol staved 
away, On the other hand, a circus ex- 
hibited in Brookiyn dtrring a cold spell 
itt May, 131. dnd the crowds cume despite 
the near-treceing weather. 

Kiowdowns. fires, milroad wrecks, ard 
the death of ecstly animals reap a heavy 
harvest, hut they oceur inftequently, If 
a gitatte or a ching ties, a large sum is 
lost. Elephants are very expensive, and 
money pad for big jungle cats rans into 
three figures. John Danmels, an almoast- 
human gorilla, broweht to America in the 
spring of 1gzr, ts said to have eost more 
thin $10,000, He had been raised Tike a 
child, in an English apartment. and hail 
difhfewly m standing the trip across. the 
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ocean. That, together with the laneliness 
he experienced away from his mistress, 
ee about his death before the circus 
ever got on the real. 

The oft-repeated question, "How cans 


circus keep going year after year without 


any apparent intermission ?”, finds its best 
answer in the circus winter: quarters.

New animals must be trained, new 
wagons built, cages repuired, a hundred 
tent poles and stakes made new, wagon 
tongues renewed, bleachers and grand- 
stand chairs male to order, disphiy floats 
fastitonedl from wood and metal anil 
colored glass, dowens of uniforms and ex- 
wensive costumes teplaced, berths built 
Inte new sleeping cars. 

INVENTIVE GENIUS: HELPS THE CROCS 

There are a hindred and one jobs to 
keep the citcus shops running from the 
lotr the weary caravans come rumbling 
home untilearly spring, when they liasson 
aut in a gorgeous rainbow of brilliantly 


painted wagons, shimmering spangles, and 


fresh, gaudy banners. Materials from 
tany fande fined their way to the winter 
quarters to be raed by dressmakers, skilled 
mechanics, artists, blacksmiths, wheel- 
wrights, sallmakers, aru! carpenters. 

Naturally, the kingdom of spangles has 
its invertors, whose genius tacilitates the 
moving of the gigantic community and 
reduces its haxards to a mihimunm A 
“Thomas Edison" of cireitsdom i Jack 
Srellen, who allows seureely a season to 
slip past without an important invention 
to mark his devatien to the Ringling-Har- 
rite shir. 

His first invention, years ago, was the 
eruncdstand ; his second o mechanical stake- 
driver, which nobody thought would work. 
After it liad received almost as many jibes 
as greeted Fulton's steambcat, the inventor 
tried it out—and it worked perfectly, sav- 
ing both mén and tine. William Curtis: 
another genius of the lig tops, recently 
built a triple stake-<Iriver that ona test in 
Utica, New York, drove 312 stakes im 54 
minutes, | 

Snellen next invented eaves for his hig. 
top, so that ram no longer leaker in on 
spectutors seated on the top rows. Be- 
cause people in the tornade enuntry were 
terrified by the possthility of a blowdown 
during = performance, Snellen went to 
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work on Ins grentest invention, a system of 
euvmyp that im one simple operation tight- 
ens the big top ikea huge drum and ren- 
ders it nearly Invetnerable to wind. The 
eilored boys whe first saw this invention 
called ita “funny rope,” andl * fotrety rope” 
tt femmaans to his day. 

In 1gto a fire destrayed the big top.

Some of the costumes 
worn in the pageants and the grand entries 
east several hud red doilars. and each cos- 
iume is fashioned te the winter quarters 
shops. Artistic blending of colors must be 
combined with the selection of matertals 
that will stand the wear and tear of seven 
months of outdoor trowping. 

The biggest cirens has spent more than 
$50,000 an a grand entry that lusts less 
than 10 minutes. An order was sent to 
Frence for some 600 yards of hapestry for 
the horses. Ninety thousand rhmestones 
sparkle from the coats of 52 women. Chi- 
nese mandarin coats are worn hy the riders 
in the oriental section of the bip-top pa- 
rade, and genuine Chinese rugs alom the 

“ponderous pachyderms.” Plames: on the 
heads of smaller elephants number 300 
to each crown, Cireus dressinakers cc 
stantly study new-style magarines and. at- 
tend theatrical extravagunzas in their 
search for novel ideas.
